Suicide of a Couple of Lovers in 


Central Park Saturday 


Night. 


The Infatured Woman Bares Her Breas' 


for the Fatal Shots—Senti- 


mental Letters. 


New YORK, October 4.—Pistol shots

They came 
here on the local freight train from Pop- 
lar Bluff, both riding In tho same ca- 
boose. McCown was drunk. At Mill 
Spring McCown slapped Fiynn pretty 
roughly, and told him that they were at 
^hc station and for Mm to get ofl. 
Plynn 


thinking that the blow was struck In 
playfulness, good humoredly took hold 
of McCown, set him down on the seat 
and told him to sit there while be him- 
self walked away and went out onto the 
platform. 


Pretty soon McCowu followed him 


and began to curse andt abuse him, call- 
ing him tho vilest names and a coward. 
Flyun went Tnto the depot about 100 
feet away, when McCown followed him 
and again abused him and told him that 
when he got to Piedmont he intended to 
go home and get bis arms and come 
down with a double-barrelled shot-gun, 
both barrels cocked, and kill him wher- 
ever he found him. 
Nothing more was said until they ar- 


rived In thl8 city. 
On arHving McCown 


Went home and got his double-barreled 
ehot-gun, | telling parsons on his way 
home that ho Intended to kill Flynn. 
With the gun In hand, both barrels 
cocked, he oArted out to hunt his vic- 
tim, telling everybody what bis inten- 
tions were, 
lie looked In several ea- 


loons.lbut could not und Flynn, and pro- 
ceeded on till he arrived at Lamb's 
barber shop, where he found Flynn got- 
ting shaved", and pointing his gua in at 
Ui« door said he was going to till! the 


Quick as thought Flynn sprang out of 


the barber chair to the door, drew his 
pistol with his right hand and with his 
left threw aside the ruuz'ilo of McCowu's 
gun just In time to receive a bla?.e of 
lire and powder smoke in tlie left side 
of his face, which blackened It from the 
chin to the top of the forehead aud illled 
his face aud left eye with burtied powder. 
Tbe load of buckshot from McCowu's 
guu went on Into the ceiling. 


Justly Indignant at being thus attacked 


and under tbe necessity of protecting 
himsell from the remaining load ot buck- 
s!iot iu the other barrel of McCown's 
gun, which wns theu In McCown's band, 
already cocked, and also b cing enraged 
with pain, Flynn fought McCowu with 
the fury of u nmdinuu, aud, clinging lo 
the guu'with his left hand, he shot Mc- 
Cown three times with his Jii'-callbre 
Smith & Wesnou pistol, and when the 
chambers were empty clubbed him over 
the head with It before any one could In- 
terfere. 


McCowan lived till about threejo'clock 


yesterday, lie was shot twice In the left 
side of lh« breunt aud ouca near trie 
navel. 


Thos. E. Flynu is a quiet, peaceable 


young mau, about twenty-livi; years old, 
and H it telegraph operator. 
He works 


for tho Iron Mountain Hallroad Com- 
pany. 
After the trouble he went to his 


loom at the Commercial Hotel and is 
suffering considerably with his powdcr- 
burued face. 
He Is under arrest, and 


will stand his preliminary ev.imhi.'Uiou 
to-morrow, but the proof ol his having 
acted in self-defetibC is so abundaut taat 
It Is probable he will be rcleai'.-d. 


Colonel Wm H. McCown was a drink- 


Ing and boisterous rowdy and a chronic 
bulldozer, continually trying to make the 
Impression that he was a dangerous inuu. 
lie was about forty-fivo years of age, was 
a native of Southwest Missouri, aud has 
lived at West Plalua unJ Curtbage and 
several other places 
iu 
the State. 


lie was a mau of some ability as a 
lawyer and was a tine speaker, but it 
has been repeatedly said that he was not 
to be trusted at all, and tbat his record 
at various places is not the best Iu the 
world. lie leaves an excellent and es- 
timable lady a-j his widow, and five nice 
children, 
with whom the community 


deeply sympathize, bnt outside of these 
he had few friends.

[(e makes eloquent arguments before 
visionary bars, and during the week he 
entered iuto an elaborate discourse to 
,irove that West Virginia was responsi- 
ble lor her share of Virginia's bonded 
debt. Ills memory is perfectly clear on 
poluls prior and relating to the war. He 
sometimes Imagines himself in the army. 
He awoke one night during the week 
and asked to be raised from his bed, as 
the enemy were coming.

In the middle of what are sometimes 


called tbe Buckinghamshire Uplands ia 
the burial ground of the Society of 
'Friends at Jordans, as it is called—a 
place about throe miles to the cast ol 
Beaconsfield.
